While it is now apparent 
the sales of new cars in the entire 
country in the first two months of 
the year were some 10 per cent. 
below the corresponding period 
of 1929, Wisconsin was able to re- 
port an increase of 6.7 per cent.

were 8,830, as against 8,274 in the 
Similar period of last year. a gain 
of 556 units.

G. M. Earns First Quarter 
Dividend by Good Margin 


NEW YORK, April 4.—A survey 
4 of General Motors’ operations 
in the first quarter of the cur- 
rent year indicates that its pro- 
duction of automobiles approx- 
mated 370,000 units and that its 
net earnings will be well in excess 
of the 75 cents dividend require- 
ment on the common stock. 

It is now estimated that the net 


profit available on the common 
stock will approach $43,000,000, 
equal to around 90 cents a share 


on the common, this being in line 
with the decline of 25 to 30 per cent. 
in the output of cars and trucks, as 
compared with a year ago. The 
production in the first quarter of 
1929 was 523,119 units. 

The profits in the final quarter 
of 1929 were $25,000,000 for the 
common stock and the improve- | 
ment in sales in the first three!

1 Np ecteniy differ as to the exact extent of unem- 
ployment in this country at the present time. William 
Green has just told a senate committee that there were 
3,700,000 workers without jobs. Government authorities 
have placed the total of unemployed as low as 2,000,000. 
But whatever estimate we accept, we have got to acknowledge 
that there are more peopie unemployed at the present time 
than is healthy for the country. 

William Green estimated for the benefit of the senators 
who heard him that the wages lost by unemployment during 
the past three months was at least $1,000,000,000. And 
rightly he said that this sum, if it were in circulation, would 
be enough to turn the tide of business back to channels of 
prosperity. 

This is a situation that deserves the earnest thought of 
every one in the country. The best contribution that any 
business man can make to the fight for renewed prosperity 
it to supply a job for some jobless person. If three million 
business organizations today could find constructive work 
for one man each, the curse of the present situation would 
be lifted. The $400,000,000 or more in wages that would 
in this way be placed in circulation would give general] busi- 
ness the shove it need#to start the wheels moving normally 
again. 


The difficulty in any situation of this sort is to get three | 


million men to take the matter as a personal one. In the 
aggregate unemployment seems a rather vague and im- 
personal matter. It needs the spur of personal benefit to 
stir the individual into drawing himself into the picture. 

Fortunately there is a factor in the present situation 
which will gradually arouse the personal interest of busi- 
ness men in the unemployment problem. Money rates are 
lower today than they have been in years. This gives-busi- 
ness operators the chance to carry out development of their 
activities under conditions that promise a profit. Business 
has been scared. It got a terrific shock last fall and it is 
still squatting in the cyclone cellar, afraid to plan extension 
of its activities. As this fear grows less, which it is doing 
today, business will poke its head out and in the low money 
rates will see chances to extend itself, thus furnishing work 
for the jobless. The only trouble is that all this takes time, 
and delay is sickening to the man who needs work for the 
support of his family. 

Nevertheless, we look for a steady if not rapid improve- 
ment in labor conditions from now on and we urge all] our 
readers to “do their bit” by taking advantage of cheap money 
to start development work that promises a profit for them- 
selves and will provide jobs for the all too numerous unem- 
ployed. 


Accidents 
T will be rather startling to the average man to hear that 
every day of the year in these United States 7,000 people 
wend their sorrowful way to hospitals and that 12 per cent. 
of these 7,000 are so badly battered that even the best skill 
of surgeons and doctors cannot patch them up fer useful 
service again. 

Obviously enough, a good many of these victims are 
injured in accidents involving motor vehicles. 

It is also interesting to know that our accident list in 
the course of a year costs us nearly $1,000,000,000. 
just about the sum received in motor vehicle taxes of all the 
many types that are now levied on our patient motoring com- 
munity. It is also just about the sum that prohibition costs 
us in the expense of attempted enforcement and in loss of 
revenue from taxes that would have been paid on spirituous 
beverages. 

Certainly, figures such as these are enough to make 
any thoughtful man desire to translate his thoughts into 
action.

For years the automobile industry has 
had the idea that high income families were 
the only worth while car prospects in New 
York. Sales prove the contrary. Most cars are 
bought by middle class families in the $2,000— 
$4,000 income districts. They buy 58% of all

For the first two months Ford’s 
registrations totaled 3,252, as com- 
pared with 2,758 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, a 
gain of 494, or 17.9 per cent.

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Consider the Customer in Layout of Store 
Some Jobbers Go About 


Job in Efficient Manner 


By WILLIAM H. WILSON 
HOLESALERS are continually seeking new methods 


of arranging merchandise, of handling it 


in the 


stockroom; they are interested in reducing the number of 
countermen to a minimum for the most efficient service to 


customers. 


Some jobbers have gone about 
the job in a thoroughly workman- 
like manner, while others have 
not considered the customer when 
arranging stocks or laying out dis- 
play rooms. 

Among those things which must 
be taken into consideration are the 
visitor’s natural line of vision and 
his natural path of progress as he 
comes into a salesroom. 

The natural inclination of a cus- 
tomer is to look straight ahead as 
he enters a salesroom and gradual- 
ly turn off to the right. If he is to 
be caused to deviate from this nat- 
ural course, it must be accomplished 
in a subtle manner in order to 
avoid giving him the feeling, either 
consciously or subconsciously, that 
there are obstacles in his path; he 
must be made to feel “comfortable” 
even if it is not to be a conscious 
feeling of comfortableness. 

It is usually wisest to suit the in- 
terior of the salesroom to the nat- 
ural inclinations of the visitor (that 
habit of walking in and gradually 
turning to the right), but it is not 
always possible to set up an estab- 
lishment to accord. 

The two sketches on this page 
represent two floor plans of twe 
automotive jobbers in widely sepa- 
rated sections of the country; they 
represent two common types of store 
entrances. 

There are three types of stores: 
(1) That in which the entrance is 
directly in the middle of the store 
front, (2) that in which the en- 
trance is to the extreme left or right 
of the center and where the door is 
on an angle and (3) that in which 
the entrance is at the extreme left 
or right and where the door casing 
is not at an angle. 


Figure 1 represents a store of the

second class. The entrance is at 
the left of the store front, and the 
customer’s natural tendency may be 
encouraged at the start. His straight 
line of vision meets no obstacles, 
and his natural swing to the right 
carries him around the showroom, as 
shown by the heavy, circular iine in 
the drawing. i 

In order to lead the customer to 
the rear of the room in this store, a 

strip of linoleum was laid from 
the door to the sales counter, with 
a branch-off to the radio depart- 
ment. Most customers have been 
observed to follow this linoleum. 

As they leave the store their eyes 
continue to travel to the right, and 
so a showcase was set up in the 
corner directly on the right of the 
doorway, thus providing something 
for roving eyes to catch upon as 
the customer left the store. 

In figure two is a type of store 
with a doorway directly in the mid- 
dle of the front. There is nothing 
to prevent a visitor from marching 
and looking to the right. In fact 
he is encouraged to go to the right 
by the island displays which have 
been set up directly inside the door- 
Way and in direct line with the back 
of the store. 

Transient customers almost in- 
variably follow the line shown as 
O to E, but regulars, who are us- 

ually in a hurry, have learned 
that most of the stock is on the 
left side of the store. Therefore, 
they rush directly to the left and 
are waited upon with a minimum 
of delay. In the meantime, tran- 
sient customers are working their 
way around the back of the store 
and are looking over the stock. 
This right-handed-vision  tend- 
ency is explained by some opticians

handed. The right eye is the first 
to come into action and pick out 
various objects. The left eye fol- 
lows a mere slit second later and 
helps clarify the image. The head

fact that the]! the footsteps to lean a little in the 


same direction. 

It will be noted in figure 2 that 
plenty of space has been provided 
around the show cases and the is- 
land display to permit salesmen to 
get around the store with a mini- 
mum of lost motion. 
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WE spoke with a jobber the 
other day who was com- 
plaining about the growing ten- 
dency of his customers to buy 
from him in retail quantities. 
“They reorder and reorder and 
reorder common everyday items 
that you might think thev wouldn't 
lare be without for a single min- 
ute of the day,” he said ‘Why, I 
was looking over my order pads last 
week and I found that one garage 
proprietor had placed and_ taken 


personal delivery of seven dilferent 
orders in two days. Imagine how 
much it cost that man to come to 
our counter, how much it cost me 
to have him come! There wasn’, a 
single item on those orders he 
doesn’t need all the time; not one 
thing he couldn't afford to carry in 
stock.” 

There is no doubt 
tleman was talking facts. The con- 
dition is not at all local, nor 1s it 
altogether new: hand-to-mouth 
buving, even of staples, has_ been 
going on in the automotive industry 
for several years and apparently 
will continue. f 

There are no doubt a number of 
contributing factors, and not the 
least of these is the merchandising 
methods of the average automotive 
jobber himself. No doubt the job- 
ber we spoke to was guilty to some 
degree. We imagine that if that 
gentleman got right down to causes 
books 


that this gen- 


and checked all his order 
carefully, he would find that the 
type of customer he complains 


apout is the customer whose credit 
load is being carried by the jobber 

the customer who would not be in 
the game a week from tomorrow 
if his accounts were to be placed 
on a sane, sound credit basis. 

The peculiar part of the situation 
is that the jobbers are placing orders 
cn manufacturers in exactly the 
same way as are those customers 
the jobber is complaining about. 

Following our talk with our 
friend, the jobber, we had access to 
the sales records of a very large 


‘manufacturer who distributes some 


automotive products through auto- 
motive jobbers. 
This manufacturer was making up 


re-order lists from the records of 
last year’s business. ‘The executive 
with whom we talked said 

“Just look at that list! How do 


these jobbers ever make any money 
on their investment? Look at this 
one here, sixty-seven repeat orders 
in thirty days! Just imagine how 
much time he lost and how much 
expense we have been put to filling 
those orders. We are going to show 
that record to this wholesaler and 
we are going to figure out how 
much it cost him and us to do busi- 
ness on that item the way he cr- 
dered it, then we are going to show 


him how he can save real money 
by placing an order for the total 
of those sixty-seven. 

“We have already done this in 


a good many cases and we have yet 
to find a distributor who wasn't 
surprised or amazed to see how 
many orders he has placed in any 
given period of time. So far we have 
done 25 per cent. of our last year’s 
business, just by asking the jobber 
to put in one order to cover the 
total of all his small orders over a 
period of the last three months of 
last year, and it is more profitable 
business for all concerned.” 

We hope the jobber who spoke to 
us about hand-to-mouth buying 
reads this. We hope he not only 
looks over his own orders and sees 
the light, but we hope even more 
devotedly, that he looks over his 
customers’ orders and endeavors to 
make them see the light, even as 
the manufacturer has done and is 
doing.
